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Foreword 

There  were  Prichards  in  most  of  the  Colonies  during  the  early 
years  of  their  founding.  Roger  Prichard  was  in  Massachusetts  Bay 
Colony  in  1636.  William  Prichard  (of  Lynn,  Mass.)  came  about 
the  same  time.  Hugh  Prichard  was  at  Gloucester,  Mass,  in  1641. 
John  Prichard  settled  in  Dorchester  County,  Maryland,  in  1647, 
and  William,  Obediah  and  Jesse  Prichard  were  in  Maryland  a 
little  later.

In  Pennsylvania  there  was  the  Tvdden  Tvford  Lands,  a  Welsh 
Tract,  and  among  other  Welshmen  who  settled  in  that  tract  were 
Griffith  and  Edward  Prichard.  Edward  Prichard  owned  more  than 
2,000  acres  at  one  time,  now  the  site  of  Bryn  Mawr  College. 

Two  brothers,  William  and  John  Prichard,  settled  in  Virginia. 
There  were  Prichards  in  the  Carolinas  (1669)  and  Georgia  long 
before  the  Revolutionary  War.

The  data  used  in  preparing  this  publication  has  been  gathered 
from  various  sources.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  establish  the 
correct  lines  of  descent,  insofar  as  that  is  possible,  from  numerous 
and,  sometimes,  sketchy  references  that  have  been  available. 

The  author  does  not  vouch  for  the  accuracy  of  some  of  the 
dates,  names,  and  places.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  this  compila¬ 
tion  will  serve  as  a  sort  of  Genealogical  Pathfinder  for  future 
researchers,  who  mav  be  interested  in  the  Ancestors  and  Descend¬ 
ants  of  ROGER  PRICHARD  cl600-1671.

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THE  PRICHARDS  AND  THEIR  NAME 

The  name  PRICHARD  (Pritchard  and  other  variants)  had 
its  origin  in  Wales,  probably  no  earlier  than  the  middle  of  the 
15th  century.  The  name  was  devised  by  adding  the  prefix  ‘ap’, 
meaning  the  son  of,  to  the  Christian  name  Richard .  Thus  Roger 
ap  Richard ,  (Roger  the  son  of  Richard)  became  Roger  Prichard 
and  the  surname  or  familv  name  was  established.

Just  how  many  families  devised  their  surname,  Prichard,  in 
this  manner  is  not  known.  Any  Welsh  siblings  who  had  a  father 
named  Richard  might  have  adopted  the  surname  Prichard.  Alt  ho 
in  Burke’s  Landed  Gentry ’  in  the  lineage  of  William  Prichard  of 
Llanover  and  Goytrv  may  be  found  this  statement:  “William  ap 
Richard  or  Prichard,  from  whom  descended  all  (families)  of  the 
name  Prichard  and  Pritchard,  etc”.  This  William  Prichard  was 
descended  from  Carodoc  (Vraisch  Vras,  strong  arm),  Earl  of 
Hereford  and  Prince  between  the  Wye  and  Severn,  who  reigned 
from  520  to  570  AD,  married  Tegau-Eurvron,  daughter  and  sole 
heir  of  Belenaur,  King  of  Monmouth. 

The  Society  of  Genealogists,  London,  was  employed  to  do 
original  research  on  Prichard  families  covering  the  period  before 
1630  for  the  purpose  of  finding  references  to  Roger  Prichard,  his 
wife  Frances,  their  son,  Nathaniel,  and  their  daughters,  Alice  and 
Joan,  all  of  whom  landed  in  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  in  1636. 
While  the  Society  found  no  references  to  this  family,  some 
interesting  data  on  families  living  in  England  and  Wales  at  that 
time  was  located.  There  is  a  pedigree  of  Roger  Prichard,  of 
Almcley  (Herefordshire)  who  was  born  cl 626;  of  Sir  William 
Prichard,  Sheriff  of  London  who  was  knighted  at  Whitehall  1672; 
of  the  Prichards  of  Uffington,  and  others.  In  Burke’s  Landed 
Gentry ,  5th  Edition,  is  the  lineage  of  Prichard  of  Brosclcy,  name 
spelled  Ap  Richard  in  Avclcy  Parish  Records  1654.  Griffith  s 

Index  lists  a  David  Pritchard  Esq.,  of  Cencarth  Montgomeryshire, 
and  states  as  follows:  “This  family  trace  their  lineage  to  a  stock 


settled  at  an  early  period  in  the  Parish  of  Melford.  They  have  been 
known  by  the  surname  PRITCHARD  from  the  time  when  sur¬ 
names  were  first  introduced  in  Wales,  time  of  Henry  the  VIII 
(1509-1547)” 

THE  WELSH 

The  Welsh,  a  Celtic  race,  belong  to  the  Aryan  Group.  They 
were  the  principal  people  inhabiting  the  present  England  when 
Pytheas,  the  Greek,  first  visited  the  Island  about  330  BC,  at  which 
time  they  were  referred  to  as  Blythons  or  Britons.  These  “Briton’ 
Celts  were  not  the  first  Celtic  people  to  inhabit  the  country. 
Manv  years  before  them  there  had  been  other  Celtic  tribes  who 
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were  known  as  Goidels  (Gaels),  but  they  moved  on  to  Ireland 
or  Scotland.  Before  the  Goidels,  or  Gaels,  some  Iberian  tribes 
had  inhabited  the  Islands. 

The  Welsh  call  themselves  Cyniri,  a  Welshman  Cyrnro ,  their 
Country  Cymru,  the  adjective  is  Cymreig ,  and  their  language 
Cvnraeg.  The  name  Welsh  is  believed  to  have  been  applied  to 
the  Celtic  people  by  the  Saxons.  The  word  Welsh  means  a 
stranger  or  a  foreigner. 

The  Welsh  maintained  their  independence  from  the  first 
Roman  invasion,  55  BC,  until  1536  when  they  became  a  part  of 
the  English  Kingdom  under  Henry  VIII.  The  Saxons  about  the 
end  of  the  8th  century  built  Offa’s  Dyke  to  protect  themselves 
from  the  Welsh.  At  the  time  of  the  Conquest  ‘Mottes’  and 
'Keeps’  had  been  built  in  all  the  Welsh  valleys. 

In  1277  Edward  I  gathered  together  a  great  army  which  was 
supplied  by  an  ample  fleet  and  attacked  the  Welsh  from  all  sides. 
In  the  mountainous  regions  of  Snowdon  the  tribes  had  united 
under  the  Welsh  Lord,  Llewelyn  ap  Iorwerth,  who  had  assumed 
the  title,  Prince  of  Wales.  Llewelyn  was  finally  entirely  surrounded 
and  as  winter  weather  continued  he  was  forced  to  surrender  because 
he  could  not  supply  his  troops  with  the  necessary  provisions. 

Edward  I  then  tried  to  impose  English  laws  and  customs  on 
the  Welsh.  There  was  an  uprising  and  fighting  was  resumed. 
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Llewelyn  was  killed  in  battle,  his  brother  was  captured,  hanged, 
drawn  and  quartered.  In  1301  Edward  I  gave  his  son,  Edward,  the 
title  of  Prince  of  Wales ,  as  he  had  been  bom  in  Wales  and  had 
had  a  Welsh  nurse.  English  laws  were  then  put  into  effect,  but 
Wales  remained  outside  the  English  Kingdom  until  1536  when 
Henry  VIII  made  England  and  Wales  one  Kingdom. 

ROGER  PRICHARD  (Immigrant  Ancestor) 

Roger  Prichard  was  born  about  1600.  So  far  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  establish  his  Welsh  ancestry.  In  the  William  Prichard 
Lineage  as  given  in  Burke's  Landed  Gentry  is  the  following  record: 
“Richard  ap  Jcnkin,  Lord  of  Llanover,  mairied  Anne  the  daughter 
of  William  ap  John  ap  Roger”.  Their  eldest  son  was  named 
William,  but  the  names  of  other  sons  are  not  mentioned.  It  is 
not  at  all  improbable  that  one  of  them  was  named  Roger,  as  that 
was  a  family  name  in  the  maternal  line.  The  name  Roger  has  not 
been  noted  in  other  Welsh  pedigrees  of  the  Prichards. 

ROGER  PRICHARD  IN  MASSACHUSETTS  BAY  COLONY 

Roger  Prichard  was  married  and  had  three  children  when  he 
arrived  in  Boston  harbor  in  1636.  His  wife  was  named  Frances, 
^  their  son,  Nathaniel,  and  their  daughters,  Alice  and  Joan.  Alice 
Prichard  married  William  Bradley,  Jr.,  son  of  Sir  William  Bradley, 
of  Bingley,  W  est  Riding,  Yorkshire,  an  officer  in  Cromwell  s 
Army,  15  Feb.  1645.  Alice  must  have  been  born  about  1620-1625. 

In  the  book  entitled  Historical  Sketch  of  Founding  of  Spring- 
field ,  Mass.,  p  19,  is  the  following:  “Most  of  those  who  came  in 
1636  were  young  unmarried  men.  Of  the  few  who  were  already 
married  and  came  with  families,  several  were  from  Wales  or  of 
Welsh  descent,  including  Thomas  Mcnich,  Alexander  Edwards 
and  Roger  Prichard.” 

In  1640  Sir  Henry  Smith  was  appointed  Governor  of  the  new 
jurisdiction  of  Connecticut  and  Roger  Prichard  went  with  him 
to  Wethersfield.  The  First  Century ?  of  History  of  Springfield . 
Mass.,  by  Breed,  Vol  1  pp  170-174,  states  that  Roger  Prichard  was 


Collector  Officer  in  1642,  that  he  was  allotted  5  acres  of  land 
along  Agawam  River  23  Feb.  1643,  was  allotted  23  acres  6  April 
1643,  and  was  given  an  extra  allotment  in  Large  Meadow  (now 
Longmeadow)  on  7  May  1645.  Nathaniel  Prichard,  Roger’s  son, 
also  owned  land  in  Longmeadow.  The  record  of  a  Town  Meeting 
6  Jan.  1681  states  that  Nathaniel  petitioned  the  Town  Council 
‘To  give  him  as  much  of  the  pond  in  Long  Meadow  as  lay  against 
his  land’.  The  petition  was  granted. 

1.  Roger  Prichard  in  Milford  and  New  Haven,  Connecticut 

Roger  Prichard’s  first  wife,  Frances,  died  in  Springfield, 
Mass,  in  1651.  On  Dec.  18,  1653  he  married  Elizabeth 
(Prudden)  Slough,  widow  of  William  Slough  and  daughter  of 
James  Prudden,  a  brother  of  Peter  Prudden.  Roger  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  established  their  home  in  Milford.  Their  children  were 
Joseph  and  Benjamin.  Joseph,  1654-1676,  was  killed  by  the 
Indians  in  King  Philip’s  War. 

2.  Benjamin  Prichard ,  1658-174 3,  m  Rebecca  Jones,  daughter  of 
Benjamin  Jones,  14  Nov.  1683.  They  established  their  home 
in  Milford.  Their  children  were  Benjamin,  * Joseph ,  Roger. 
John,  James  and  Rebecca. 

3.  Joseph  Prichard ,  1686-1766,  m  Mary  .  Their 

children  were  Joseph,  Man’,  Rebecca  and  Elizabeth.  For 
seveial  years  their  home  was  in  Milford.  Joseph  was  buried 
in  Westbury  Parish,  Waterbury,  Ct.,  15  March  1766. 

4.  Joseph  Prichard  Jr.,  cl706-cl762,  went  to  Bristol,  R.  I.  where 
he  married  Man-  Gains  (Intention  dated  5  Aug.  1740).  Their 
children  were  *  Joseph,  Gains  and  Benjamin.  Mary  (Gains) 
Prichard  m  (2)  James  Welton  (1725-1812). 

5.  Joseph  Prichard,  bom  Bristol,  R.  I.  29  July  1741,  died  at  Say- 
brook  23  Oct.  1775  (a  resident  of  Waterbury,  Ct.  at  that  time). 
Married  Rebecca  Smith,  born  1  Sept.  1740,  dau.  of  James  and 
Sarah  (Spencer)  Smith  who  came  to  Waterbury  from  East 
Haddam.  After  Joseph’s  death  in  1775,  the  family  continued 
to  reside  in  Waterbury  until  about  1790  when  they  moved  to 
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Cornwall,  Vt.  Sarah  died  in  1802  and  was  buried  in  Cornwall 
Central  Cemetery.  Their  children  were  Thomas  Gains, 
William ,  Sarah,  Mary  and  Elizabeth. 

6.  William  Prichard ,  1771-1822,  was  born  in  Waterbury,  Ct.  and 
died  on  his  farm  at  the  Falls  of  Otter  Creek,  Weybridge,  Vt. 

He  married  Sarah  .  (1772-1802).  Their  children 

were  Joseph,  b  28  March  1794,  and  William,  b  10  April  1797. 
After  William’s  death  in  1822,  his  sons  Joseph  and  William  Jr. 
became  wards  of  an  attorney  named  Silas  Wright,  who  later 
became  Governor  and  Senator  from  the  State  of  New  York. 
In  1823  Silas  Wright  and  his  wards  Joseph  and  William 
Prichard,  went  to  St.  Lawrence  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  Joseph  and 
William  both  bought  farms  near  Winthrop,  N.  Y.  at  a  point 
where  Trout  Brook  enters  St.  Regis  River.  It  is  believed  that 
Joseph  returned  to  Weybridge,  Vt.  later.  He  served  in  the 
war  of  1812-1814;  pension  certificate  was  numbered  11076. 

7.  William  Prichard  Jr.,  1797-1863,  was  born  at  Weybridge,  Vt., 
moved  to  St.  Lawrence  Co.,  N.  Y.  in  1823  and  is  buried  in 
Holmes  Hill  Cemetery  near  Winthrop,  N.  Y.  He  married 
Lydia  Rice,  (1806-1878),  dau.  of  Daniel  and  Phoebe  (Barrett) 
Rice.  Their  children  were:  Daniel,  Leander,  *  Lorenzo,  Tru¬ 
man,  George,  Sally,  Phoebe,  and  Helen. 

8.  Lorenzo  Horace  Prichard ,  1828-1872,  was  born  on  a  farm  near 

where  Trout  Brook  enters  St.  Regis  River,  St.  Lawrence  Co., 
N.  Y.  He  married  Orilla  Hunt,  dau.  of  Anson  and  Mary 
Eliza  ( . )  Hunt,  granddaughter  of  David  and  Rosa¬ 

mond  Hunt  (both  born  in  Connecticut  1776)  at  Stockholm, 
N.  Y.,  27  Nov.  1851.  Two  of  their  sons  were  born  in  Stock¬ 
holm,  N.  Y.  (Edson  and  Henry).  In  1855  they  moved  to 
Kenosha  Co.,  Wis.  where  they  lived  until  1S6S,  when  they 
moved  to  Maysville,  Mo.  ITieir  children,  born  in  Kenosha 
Co.,  Wis.,  were  *i\Telson  Fremont ,  Jane,  Marcella  and  Rosa¬ 
mond. 
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The  records  of  the  Adjutant  General’s  Office,  War  Depart¬ 
ment,  No.  2231904  show  that  Lorenzo  H.  Prichard  was  en¬ 
rolled  25  Jan.  1864,  at  Kenosha,  Wis.  and  was  mustered  into 
service  4  Feb.  1864,  as  a  private  of  Co.  B,  17th  Wis.  Infantry 
Volunteers,  to  serve  three  years,  and  that  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  the  service  11  May  1865,  as  a  private,  by 
reason  of  disability.  Pension  Case  No.  WO  221  760. 

The  Adjutant  General’s  Office  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin 
supplied  the  following  record  of  the  17th  Wis.  Vol.  Inf.  from 
records  published  by  the  State  of  Wisconsin: 

“On  the  14th  of  July  1863  the  Seventeenth  proceeded  to 
and  occupied  Natchez,  Miss,  until  the  latter  part  of  Oct.  1863, 
when  it  returned  to  Vicksburg.  During  its  stay  at  Natchez  it 
participated  in  a  great  number  of  scouting  expeditions  and 
skirmishes. 

“On  the  5th  day  of  May  1864,  the  17th  was  assigned  to  the 
Third  Brigade,  Third  Division  of  the  17th  Army  Corps,  Army 
of  the  Tennessee,  of  Sherman’s  Army,  and  as  a  part  of  that 
organization  participated  in  the  Atlanta  Campaign,  May  1  to 
Sept.  8,  1864,  participating  in  the  battles  of  Kenesaw  Moun¬ 
tain,  Chattahochee  River,  Joncsborough,  and  Lovejoy  Station. 
Also  in  the  “March  to  the  Sea’’,  Nov.  15  to  Dec.  21,  and  in 
the  Campaign  of  the  Carolinas,  Jan.  1  to  April  26,  1865. 

9.  Nelson  Fremont  Prichard ,  1856-1931,  was  born  in  Kenosha 
Co.,  Wis.  18  Dec.  He  came  with  his  father’s  family  to  Mays- 
ville,  DeKalb  Co..  Mo.  in  1868  at  the  age  of  12  years.  He  re¬ 
mained  on  his  father’s  farm  most  of  the  time  until  he  married 
in  1883.  He  made  a  trip  to  the  Black  Hills,  South  Dak.  during 
the  gold  rush  which  followed  Gen.  Custer’s  report  of  1S73. 
He  was  in  Deadwood,  S.  Dak.  during  the  early  years  of  that 
roaring  mining  camp  and  knew  such  characters  as  Diamond 
Dick,  Wild  Bill  Ilickok  and  Calamity  Jane.  Upon  his  return 
to  the  family  farm  he  was  financially  able  to  provide  himself 
with  a  fine  team  of  driving  horses,  a  buggy  for  summer,  and 


a  sleigh  for  winter,  to  get  married  and  buy  a  farm.  On  23 
Feb.  1883  he  married  Jennie  Prentice  Decker,  (1862-1932) 
dau.  of  Jacob  and  Agnes  Clarissa  (Harless)  Decker.  Their 
children  were  Louis  (d  young),  *  Jacob  Leroy,  Ernest  Cecil, 
Leonard  Harrison,  Homer  Dow,  William  McKinley  and  Leo 
Landis.  Dau.:  Pansy  May  and  Clarissa  (d  young). 

The  mother  of  Jennie  Prentice  Decker,  Agnes  Clarissa 
Harless,  was  born  in  Pike  Co.,  Kentucky  1822.  The  parents 
of  Agnes  Clarissa  Harless,  Joseph  and  Agnes  (Adkins)  Harless 
were  bom  in  Montgomery  Co.,  Va.,  married  in  Giles  Co.,  Va. 
1810.  See  Lineage  of  Philip  and  Mar  gar  etta  ( Preisch )  Harless 
by  J.  L.  Pritchard,  M.D. 

Nelson  Prichard  was  a  farmer  most  of  his  life.  For  a  few 
years  he  was  in  business  in  Fairport,  Mo.  About  1908  he 
homesteaded  near  Calhan,  Colo.  After  the  oil  boom  in  that 
area  was  over,  the  family  moved  into  Colorado  Springs  where 
he  died  1931.  Jennie  Prichard,  Nelson’s  wife,  died  in  Kansas 
City,  Kansas,  1932. 

10.  Jacob  Leroy  Pritchard ,  M.D.,  was  born  at  Mavsville,  DeKalb 
Co.,  Missouri  3  Apr.  1885.  He  finished  High  School  at  Fair- 
port,  Mo.,  took  shorthand  and  typewriting  at  Gem  City- 
Business  College,  Ouincv,  Ill.,  studied  at  Missouri  Wesleyan 
College,  Cameron,  Mo.,  taught  school  two  terms  in  DeKalb 
Co.,  graduated  with  the  degree  of  BS  from  N.  M.  State  College 
and  later  received  an  MS  degree  from  that  College.  He  studied 
medicine  for  three  years  at  Georgetown  Medical  College  and 
one  year  at  the  University  of  California  where  he  received  his 
M.D.  degree  in  1916.  He  served  in  the  U.  S.  Army  Medical 
Corps  as  a  First  Lieut,  for  two  years  during  World  War  1. 
and  as  a  Lt.  Col.  and  Colonel  for  five  vears  during  World 
War  II.  Between  wars  he  practiced  medicine  and  surgery  at 
San  Jose,  California. 

He  was  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Santa  Clara,  California  from 
1925  to  1927  and  from  1949  to  1951.  (Additional  data  on

.  They  had  three  children  when  thev  arrived  in 
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Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  in  1636.  Roger  was  at  Wethers¬ 
field  1640,  Springfield  1643,  Milford  1653  and  died  in  New 
Haven  1671.  It  is  presumed  that  Roger  and  Frances  came 
from  England  or  Wales.  Tire  name,  Prichard  or  Pritchard, 
is  of  Welsh  origin.  Their  children,  all  born  before  arriving 
in  the  Colonies,  were  named  Alice,  Joan  and  Nathaniel. 

Alice  Prichard ,  cl  625-1692,  m  William  Bradley  Jr.  ( 1619-1697; ) .

Sir  William  Bradley  Sr.  (Title  and  right  to  bear  arms  con¬ 
ferred  by  Henry  VIII).  The  Bradleys  were  from  West  Riding. 
Yorkshire,  Eng.,  staunch  Cromwell  men.  Sir  William  was  an 
officer  in  the  Parliamentary  Army.  His  son,  William  Jr.,  was 
born  at  Minden-Bradlev.  He  was  the  eldest,  a  young  man 
unmarried  when  his  mother  died  in  1634.  His  father  entrusted 
him  to  Theophilus  Eaton,  William  Davenport,  and  a  select 
company  of  gentlemen  who  came  to  the  New  World  in  163S. 
The  Company  landed  at  Boston.  They  proceeded  to  prepare 
a  settlement  on  the  Connecticut  River  by  sending  carpenters, 
masons,  etc.  to  build  houses  for  them. 

This  is  the  language  of  the  Warwick  Patent  under  which 
they  migrated:  “In  June,  1638  the  Company  of  Lords  and 
Gentlemen  all  grantors  of  the  Warwick  Patent  made  John 
Winthrop  Jr.  governor  for  them  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Con- 


necticut  and  sent  him  with  a  large  amount  of  money  and  a 
great  army  of  carpenters,  masons,  gardeners,  and  experienced 
engineers  to  found  a  settlement  at  the  mouth  of  the  Connecti¬ 
cut  River  with  proper  accommodations  for  themselves,  but 
more  especially  to  construct  such  houses  as  might  be  fit  to 
receive  gentlemen  of  quality  presently  come  from  England.” 

The  construction  of  the  settlement  took  three  years,  so  it 
was  1641  when  Theophilus  Eaton,  William  Davenport,  Rev. 
Peter  Prudden  and  young  William  Bradley  with  others  reached 
New  Haven.  William  Bradley  took  the  oath  of  fidelity'  5 
Aug.  1644. 

1.  William  Bradley  Jr .,  1619-1690,  was  on  the  Board  of  Select 
Men  1656-16S0;  Deputy  to  the  Conn.  General  Assembly;  m
